Washington, March 21—(U.R)— 
The U. S. Supreme Court is set­ 
ting an ex ample to the other 
courts of the nation for speedy 
justice this y ear. In legal par­ 
lance, it has caught up with its 
docket. 
A case inv olv ing the important 
question of the constitutionality 
of the “ flex ible tariff” law was 
reached by the court the other 
day in the regular sequence 
of 
cases, and argued. It marked the 
first time that a case appealed to 
the court was argued during the 
term in which the appeal reach­ 
ed the court, according to court 
attaches. 
Criminal cases and some im­ 
portant civ il disputes are 
ad- 
the v anced for arguments, usually 
within a few weeks, and are al­ 
most inv ariably decided in a few 
weeks or months. The 
appeals 
are numbered in the order 
in 
which they are receiv ed, 
and 
after the adv ance cases are dis­ 
posed of, the court takes up the 
regular docket. 
Chief Justice William Howard 
Taft, aided by the eight Asso­ 
ciate Justices and Congress, are 
responsible for the speeding up 
process. Congress enacted a law 
which prev ented appeals of un­ 
important cases and of 
many 
cases not dealing with consti­ 
tutional questions. The court al­ 
so has ex ercised its power 
to 
dispose of cases summarily when 
it 
is 
found 
that 
the 
law 
gov erning a particular case has 
already been specified in a decis­ 
ion of the court. 
Many y ears ago cases waited 
on the court’s docket for three 
y ears before they were argued in 
the regular course. When Chief 
Justice Taft took office in 1921, 
following the death of 
Chief 
Justice Edward Douglass White, 
it took about a y ear and a half. 
Now it has been cut to-approx ­ 
imately six months, although the 
number of appeals 
docketed 
each y ear shows no decrease. 
Nearly 8 50 cases hav e been ap­ 
pealed to the court so far this 
y ear, with indications that be­ 
fore the regular 
eight-month 
term is adjourned early in June, 
last y ear’s figure of 1,300 will be 
reached. 
More than one-half of 
the 
appeals are rejected without a 
hearing after ex amination . of 
the appeal brief and record 
of 
the case in lower courts.

EVERYBODY WELCOME

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TREES ALONG OUR HIGHWAYS 
An effort in several states is being made to 
launch a 
program of roadside 
tree 
planting, 
which will no doubt meet with the approval of 
motorists, especially ten or fifteen years from 
now when 
the trees begin to provide 
foliage 
along the highways. 
In Indiana, John D. Williams, director of the 
state highway commission, working in conjunc­ 
tion with Richard Lieb§ ¿\ conservation director, 
have made plans to start the work, using the sap­ 
lings from the state nursery. 
If these two de­ 
partm ents can continue to work together un­ 
molested in their plans for a few years, much 
good will be accomplished in the way of having 
our highways beautified with fine trees. 
Those in charge of the work of planting trees 
have several problems which m ust be overcome, 
before general tree planting can go into effect, 
chief among these 
problems 
being to 
obtain 
right-of-w ay along narrow roads and in making 
arrangem ents whereby the trees when they grow 
into large ones, will not be in the way of over­ 
head wires of telephone and electric companies. 
In some instances the routes would have to 
be widened. 
The trees cannot be planted along 
the shoulder or slope of a road, nor in the side 
ditches where they would interfere with drain­ 
age. 
They should be planted only 
011 the out­ 
side of curves and in borrow pits or otherwise 
waste corners along the highways where 
they 
will not be disturbed. 
In order to place the tree planting plan into 
effect in general usage, state or national legisla­ 
tion should be 
obtained so th a t the 
program 
could be placed on some definite financial plan. 
The planting of trees 
along our highways 
would not only be ornam ental, but would be a 
step forward in the part of the nationwide pro­ 
gram to reforest the country. 
------------ o------------- 
LEAVING TIIE FARMS 
According to the report of the D epartm ent 
of Agriculture there were 19 3,000 fewer farm ers 
in the United States in 19 27 th an there were in 
19 26. 
The num ber has been steadily decreasing 
year from year and we have heard a great deal 
aboiit the em igration from the farm to the city 
with the disastrous results th a t were sure to fol­ 
low. 
There have been predictions th a t if the 
m igration continued the time would come when 
the people of the United States m ight be called 
on to face a serious food shortage. 
But there is another side to the picture and 
one which is not quite so gloomy. The dim inish­ 
ing of the farm population in 19 27 was not so 
great as it had been in the years previous. 
For 
instance: the loss in 19 26 in farm 
population 
was 649 ,000, while in 19 25 it was 441,000. 
The 
farm population of the country in 19 20 is esti­ 
m ated to have been 31,000,000, while in 19 27 it is 
said to have shrunk to a little over twenty-seven 
and a half million. 
The record in 19 27, however, was encourag­ 
ing and it is not at all improbable th a t the fig­ 
ures of 19 28, when completed, will show th a t the 
drift from the country to the city has been def­ 
initely stopped. 
Of course, with the increased production nec­ 
essary during the war, and the deflation follow­ 
ing the war, it was logical to expect some in­ 
creased moving 
from the country to the 
city. 
The industries of the cities recovered from post- 


w ar deflation more quickly th an the farm did, 
and the 
drift to the cities continued, 
because 
more money could be made working in the cities 
th an on the farm s. 
But it would now seem, basing the opinion 
on the 19 27 figures quoted above, th a t a new 
balance is being struck and th a t this desertion 
of the farm s may stop in another year. 
This is 
a situation we will all hope for. 
W hen the drift 
to the cities stops we will know th a t the farm er 
is coming into his own again. 


U. S. EFFICIENCY 
Germ any is usually considered the home of 
efficiency. 
But figures just Issued by the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce show that, in some in­ 
dustries, Germ any lags far behind the United 
States in this respect — and loses business th ere­ 
by. 
Germ any has 9 00 m etal m achinery factories, 
employing 65,000 men. 
The United States has 
400 plants and 45,000 workers. 
Yet Germany 
produces only 13 per cent of the world’s m achin­ 
ery while the United States makes 37 per cent. 
Because of better m anagem ent and more ef­ 
ficient 
methods, it is estim ated the 
American 
workman will produce $4000 worth of work a n­ 
nually, as compared with the 
G erm an's $1000 
worth. 


THE COAL INDUSTRY 
Senator Frank R. Gooding of Idaho, who is 
winning deserved fame for his investigation 
of 
the Pennsylvania soft coal tangle, has put his 
finger on the one great cause of the industry’s 
distress. 
“Fifty per cent of the coal mines now oper­ 
ating, and 50 per cent of the m iners now em ­ 
ployed or on strike, can producp all the coal th at 
this nation requires,” he says. 
Obviously, under such conditions, low wage 
scales, strikes, lockouts, unemployment, business 
failures and other difficulties are bound to arise. 
The entire industry seems to need a thorough 
overhauling. 
Furtherm ore, 
the industry itself 
seems unable to put its house in order. Perhaps 
Congress — if it could forget politics for a while 
—m ight help.

The delicious fragrant wall­ 
flower with its handsome blooms, 
both single and double, in yel­ 
lows, oranges,

and crimsons, is one of the oldest 
favorites in cultivation.

lack of hardiness 
makes it a green house plant in 
the greater portion of the United 
States. It may be wintered with 
considerable success if kept dry 
and given a covering to keep off 
the rain in well-drained soil and 
can easily be kept over for early 
spring bloom in a cold frame. 
Spring is the season 
of the 
wallflower, but we must be con­ 
tent to have it in the fall if we. 
desire it in our gardens in one' 
season. The strain known as the 
Parisian extra early will bloom 
wtih the crysanthemums if seed 
is started early and the fragrant 
spikes in late fall are very v^el-. 
come. A new strain known 
a$ 
the Early Wonder 
introduced 
this season, gives up double wall­ 
flowers. 
Neither is a reliable bloomer 
the first season, however, unless 
the seed is sown not later than! 
March. Little bloom will be se­ 
cured from sowing in the open 
ground with the hardy annuals,

Paris, March 21—The impor­ 
tance of a high polish is one of 
the outstanding points of spring 
styles. 
By polish Paris 
this

means cire, a word that is ap­ 
plied to many things from satin 
to lace that are treated with .a 
kind of wax finish. Paris wears 
cire satin hats, shoes with cire 
satin trimming, cire coats 
and 
dresses, cire lace, cire voile and 
cire chiffon. It wears them in 
black, white and color. 
Cire ribbon belts and bindings 
are important points' in spring 
styles. 
The small wrapped turban of 
cire satins is extremely popular 
for early spring 
wear. 
Usually 
the turbans are black, but some 
navy blue is seen, and quite of-, 
ten touches of chartreuse green 
are combined with black or blue. 
The evening dress with a bo­ 
dice of black cire and full Skirtl 
of black lace, sometimes cire and 
sometimes not, 
is 
shown 
by 
many dressmakers. Frequently 
the bodices are snugly fitted to 
a normal waistline and tie at 
one side with big bows which 
hang to the bottom of the skirt.’

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Early spring is the best time 
to attend to weeding the lawn,

La­ 
ter in the year sulphate of iron 
may be sprayed upon broad- 
leaved plants for their destruc­ 
tion 
without damage to the 
grass. It will disfigure it for a 
short time, but it returns with a 
renewed vigor after its iron ton­ 
ic. 
After weeding the 
lawn 
go 
over it with 
grass 
seed 
and 
sprinkle it liberally where the 
v/eed colonies have been dug out, 
rolling the patches smooth 
or 
tamping them down firmly if no 
roller 
is 
available. 
The 
new 
grass will soon fill up the spaces 
where the weeds have been re­ 
moved. 
Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed upon 
the necessity of 
furnishing the lawn with a good 
dressing of fertilizer each spring 
as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground and 
the 
grass 
starts 
turning green. This early appli­ 
cation is likely to be a big factor 
in the success or failure of: the 
lawn during the summer months.

There are four 
reasons 
for 
! cultiv ation: to kill weeds, to p re- 
I serv e soil moisture, to aerate the 
soil so the bacteria in the soil 
j may do their work, and to im­ 
p rov e the 
ap p earance 
of the 
garden. There are two way s of 
accomp lishing cultiv ation, hand 
tools and wheel tools. For a gar­ 
den of anv ex tent wheel tools 
are the easiest to manip ulate and 
the most ex p editious method. 
W h e e l hoes, either 
single 
or 
double wheels, with the 
great 
v arietv of attachm ents that go 
with them make gardening 
a 
comp arativ ely light task. 
These wheel tools weed, stir 
the oil, mark rows, and ev en 
hav e seeder attachm ents. It is a 
ouick and easv job to run them 
up and down the rows of growing 
v egetables. 
They 
cultiv ate a 
much wider sp ace with one mo­ 
tion than can be done with 
a 
hoe. 
In the small garden 
p atch 
hand tools are all that are need­ 
ed. a hoe, hand weeders. garden 
rp kes. and a trowel. It is an ex ­ 
cellent p lan to be forehanded 
and see that the tools 
are in 
good condition 
before 
actual | 
gardening starts. Oil the wheel 
hoe. p olish the v arious attach­ 
ments that mav hav e 
become 
rusty and giv e them a coating of 
oil or grease of some kind. 
1 
Order ex tra trowels and hand 
weeders so that if one becomes 
lost another will 
be av ailable. 


Start weeding earlv . It is easier 
to kill weeds 
in their infancy 
than in their maturity . Stir the 
soil whenev er 
a crust forms, 
p articularly after a rain, as soon 
as it has dried sufficiently . 
Ev ery garden should be culti­ 
v ated at least once a week dur­ 
ing the growing season and of­ 
ten more freauently . With 
an 
early start so that weeds cannp t 
gam a hold it is a light task and 
merely p leasant and healthful 
ex ercise. Hand weeders attached 
to long handles are conv eniences 
for reaching ov er rows. See that 
the hose is in good condition and 
rep air any leaks. Good irrigation 
in dry weather is one of the ne­ 
cessary garden tasks.

head lettu ce is in the mark et the 
y ear arou nd . Leaf lettu ce is a 
fine salad p lant for the home 
gard en as it mu st be fresh p ick ­ 
ed to be at its best and it grows.

A gard en has a d u al natu re. 
To u nd erstand that is the first 


charming. And then with soil 
and sod , grav el and concrete, 
trees, shru bs 
and 
p lants, 
he 
mu st constru ct it. Those who are 
trained in this many -sid ed art 
great step toward su ccess in this are called land scap e architects, 
art or p astime, whichev er y ou j A relativ ely small p ortion ot 
may call it. 
There are thou sand s of gar­ 
d en mak ers who nev er comp re­ 
hend this p oint and so are ai­ 
rway s hop elessly confu sed , a stafe 
which is reflected in their gar­ 
d ens. A gard en on the one hand 
is a p lace 
where 
the p lantq 
are grown, and , on the other, it 
is a p iace where the p lants which 
grow there are arranged in 
a 
p leasing manner. 


all gard ens receiv e this p rofes­ 
sional attention. The av erage 
amateu r has su rp risingly little 
d ifficu lty in hand ling his 
own 
constru ction p roblems—he can 
bu ild with fair su ccess the image 
that is in his mind as his id eal 
of a gard en. Bu t few of them 
hav e the u nd erstand ing of com­ 
p osition and the k nowled ge 
of 
its ap p lication to gard en d esign 
which enable them to conceiv e of 


No early gard en is comp lete 
withou t its lettu ce bed or row. It 
req u ires only a small sp ace to 
grow su fficient to su p p ly an av ­ 
erage family . Old time gard eners 
sp ad ed u p a small p atch in some 
conv enient corner of the gard en 
as soon as the soil cou ld 
be 
work ed in the sp ring and broad ­ 
cast the seed and rak ed 
it in. 
The lettu ce came u p thick 
all 
ov er the bed s and was p u lled as 
fast as it attained ed ible size, 
thu s thinning it ou t, and later 
the well-d ev elop ed p lants were 
cu t off and new leav es allowed 
to form. Leaf lettu ce was 
the 
u niv ersal crop of the 
old -time 
gard ener. Now leaf lettu ce, p ar­ 
ticu larly in cities, is scorned as 


shou ld p lant nothing bu t nativ e 
trees, shru bs and flowers, and 
u se only natu ral arrangements. 


as easily as 
any weed , while 
head lettu ce is a task for an ex ­ 
p ert gard ener. 
Lettu ce is one of the few crop s 
that can be 
grown in a shad y 
back y ard , p rov id ed it has two 
cr three hou rs of su n d u ring the 


d ay . It mu st hav e rich soil and 
p lenty of moistu re, in fact 
its 
q u ality d ep end s u p on sp eed of 
growth. Hot weather it cannot 
stand , as it sp ins u p to seed . The 
best method to raise q u ality let­ 
tu ce is to sow it in a, box in the 
hou se or in a frame ou td oors and 
transp lant. This is the only way 
the av erage gard ener can su c­ 
cessfu lly negotiate 
good 
head 
lettu ce. It mu st hav e su fficiently 
early start to m atu re in Ju ne. 
Otherwise there is little chance 
of secu ring a head . Lettu ce is not 
inju red by light frost p articu lar­ 
ly if grown cold from the start. 
It may be conv eniently p lanted 
between rows of other crop s as it 
will be u sed and ou t of the way 
in p lenty of time not to interfere 
with their growth. 
It is one of the most economi­ 
cally raised home v egetables, as 
will p rov id e for 
the 
family ’s 
need s in 
abu nd ance. Fertilize 
the lettu ce bed as heav ily 
as 
a 5 or 10 cent p ack age of seed 
p ossible. You can’t mak e it too 
rich. Head lettu ce need s fat fare 
to mak e fat head s.

The weak ness of most gard ens 
isi n their arrangement. Nor is 
this strange, when one consid ers 
what a gard en d emand s of its 
d esigner. A gard en is a p ictu re 
bu ilt life-size of liv ing material, 
instead of being p ainted on can­ 
v as. Its d esigner mu st combine 
the sk ill of an 
artist and the 
k nowled ge of a bu ild er. He mu st 
conceiv e a beau tifu l effe.ct, cor­ 
rect in comp osition, harmoniou s 


constru ction efforts are too often 
lav ished u p on 
an inad eq u ate 
p lan. 
Ev en among the architects it 
is only in recent y ears that con­ 
fu sion and controv ersy began to 
be 
d issip ated and 
a general 
agreement to be reached on 
a 
p ractical American sty le of small 
home gard en. We emerged from 
the Victorian 
fashion of iron 
stags, carp et bed s and horticu l­ 
tu ral elep hants’ ears into an era 
of p olitical d octrines in 
land ­ 
scap ing. One school, following a 
fashion that came straight from 
artistocratic 
England , 
tau ght 
that the gard en shou ld be op en, 
fences and hed ges shou ld be d es­ 
troy ed , becau se to conceal 
ou r 
horticu ltu ral treasu res was u n­ 
d emocratic. Another ap p lied to 
the 
imp rov ements 
of 
home 
grou nd s 
a d octrine 
of intense 
in coloring, intertslng end u ring, ! nationalism. It tau ght that we

It requires skill and labor to 
I produce a iirst-class head lettuce 
and the market offers them so 
reasonably that the majority of 
garaeners who have failed to 
get the crisp solid heads they 
; set out to grow, have given up. 
: The cos lettuce, or romaine, gives 


j a lair imitation of a head lecture 
1 Of the nnest quality and any- 
j body can grow it. It is the lazy 
man’s lettuce for, given half a 
chance, it will succeed and the 
better the culture the more out­ 
standing the success in growing 
a lettuce of quality. 
It is a different 
style # of 
growth from the head and com­ 
mon leaf 
lettuces, producing 
long, rather narrow erect leaves 
that tend to fold over each ot­ 
her and enclose and blanch the 
heart. This tendency is readily 
increased by loosely tying up the 
heads with raffia or string. Many 
epicures believe the cos lettuces 
to be the finest flavored and 
highest quality of all the types. 
They stand heat better than 
other lettuces and are always 
crisp and delicate when freshly 
gathered. 
The 
inner 
leaves 
bleach white and 
the outer 
leaves are a light green and are 
tender and not strong as the 
outer leaves of some head let­ 
tuces are. Give the cos lettuce a, 
rich soil and plenty of moisture 
if it happens to be a dry season) 
and it will make its long ¿slender 
! heads with great regularity. 
Like all the lettuces, it is best 
during the cooler days of spring, 
but it ,does not show as much 
speed in rushing up to 
seed 
when the hot days set in as its 
.relatives. Give the plants six in­ 
ches apart in the rows and plant 
as soon as the ground can bo 
worked. 
There are three well-known 
types. Express Cos in a dwarl 
and early sort. Paris White is a 
larger and whiter sort of pro­ 
nounced self-closing habit and 
Trianon is an earlier larger- 
growing type that makes the 
whitest centers of the three. 
Express and either of the ot­ 
hers will give a succession until 
the hot weather sets in in ear­ 
nest. This lettuce is a real deli­ 
cacy that is easily grown in the 
home garden.

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AN OLD FAVORITE COMES BACK 


With the dev elop ing interest in 
the arrangement of flowers in 
the hou se, an old garden fav o r­ 
ite has regained its former p res­ 
tige becau se of its ease of grow­ 
th and this is the nastu rtiu m. It 
is an ideal flower for bowls, the 
flame-colored ty p es in black and 
green bowls being fav orite ex ­ 
hibits at flower shows. No more 
brilliant color can be fu rnished 
than by this most easily grown 
of annu als, nor is there any an­ 
nu al that giv es a greater su p p ly 
of bloom ov er a longer p eriod. 
It is a p lant for p oor soils and 
rev els in heat, asking only a rea­ 
sonable su p p ly of 
moistu re in 
p arching weather. In rich soils 
it is likely to dev elop its strength 
in lu x u riant foliage at the ex ­ 
p ense of bloom, so do no t giv e 
nastu rtiu ms any fertilizer. It is 
one of the handsomest of p lants 
fbr edgings 
and is 
p erhap s 
grown best in this manner. 
The flowers are mingled with 
the leav es in an artistic arrange­ 
ment that is often imitated with 
ex cellent effect when the bloom 
is cu t. It makes showy beds as 


well. It also is a climber and an 
ex cellent long trailer for window 
or p orch box es in city ap art­ 
ments, giv ing a su p p ly of flowers 
to cu t with little trou ble. While 


it climbs if assisted, it is really 
a rambling p lant, as it has no 
tendrils and is not a twiner, so 
the long reaching stems mu st be 
tied u p . 
The colorings are the same in 
both the tall and dwarf sorts 
and inclu de v elv ety , almost black, 
crimsons thro u gh shades of scar­ 
let and orange to brilliant y el­ 
lows with some handsome rose 
shades and a brilliant series of 
blotched and flaked sorts. There 
are golden leav ed, p u rp le leav ed 
and v ariegated leav ed sorts to 
add to the attractio ns of the 
p lant, all with beau tifu l bloom. 
The Lobb ty p e is a fav orite 
among the climbers becau se of 
the brilliancy and intensity of 
its coloring. Emp ress of India, 
a fiery crimson with dark foliage 
is mu ch u sed as a bedding p lant. 
Seed shou ld be sown in

The U. S. Supreme Court is set- 
ting an example to the other 
courts of the nation for speedy 
justice this year. In legal par- 
ance, it has caught up with its 
docket. 


A case involring the Important 


question of the constitutionality 
of the "flexible tariff" law 
reached by the court the other 
day in the regular sequence of 
cases, and argued. It marked the 
first time that a case appealed to 
he court was argued during the 
term in which the appeal reach- 
ed the court, according to court 
attaches. 
Criminal cases and some Im- 


portant civil disputes are ad 
vanced for arguments, usually 
within a few weeks, and are al- 
most invariably decided in a few 
weeks or months. The appeals 
are numbered in the order in 
which they are lecelved. and 
after the advance cases are dis- 
posed of, the court takes up the 
regular docket. 


Chief Justice William Howard 


Taft, aided by the eight Aaso- 
:iate Justices and Congress, are 
responsible for the speeding up 
process. Congress enacted a la' 


hich prevented appeals of un- 


important cases and of many 
es not dealing with consti- 


utipnal questions. The court al- 
so has exercised its power to 
dispose of cases summarily when 
is 
found that the law 


governing a particular ease hat 
already been specifled In a decis- 
ion of the court. 


Many yean ago eases waited 


on the court's docket for three 
years before they were argued in 
he regular course. When Chief 
nstice Tait took office in Ittl. 
ollowra* the death of Chief 
ustice Edward Douglass White, 


took about a year and a half.

TREES ALONG OUR HIGHWAYS 


An effort in several states is being made to 


launch a program of roadside tree 
planting, 


•fetch will no doubt meet with the approval of 
sBOtorists, especially ten or fifteen years from 


when the trees begin to provide foliage 
the highways. 


In Indiana, John D. Williams, director of the 


state highway commission, working in conjunc- 
tion with Richard Laebgr, conservation director, 
have made plans to start the work, using the sap- 


ttng* from the state nursery. 
If these two de- 


partments can continue to work together un- 
molested in their plans for a few years, much 
food will be accomplished in the way of having 
Otir highways beautified with fine trees. 


Those in charge of the work of planting trees 


have several problems which must be overcome, 
before general tree planting can go into effect, 
chief among these problems being to obtain 
right-of-way along narrow roads and in making 
arrangements whereby the trees when they grow 
into large ones, will not be in the way of over- 
bead wires of telephone and electric companies. 


In some instances the routes would have to 


be widened. The trees cannot be planted along 
the shoulder or slope of a road, nor in the side 
Oitches where they would interfere with drain - 
off 
They should be planted only on the out- 


side of curves and in borrow pits or otherwise 
waste corners along the highways where they 
will not be disturbed. 


In order to place the tree planting plan into 


effect in general usage, state or national legisla- 
tion should be obtained so that the program 
could be placed on some definite financial plan. 


The planting of trees along our highways 


would not only be ornamental, but would be a 
step forward in the part of the nationwide pro- 
gram to reforest the country. 


war deflation more quickly than the farm did, 
and the drift to the cities continued, because 
more money could be made working in the cities 
than on the farms. 


But it would now seem, basing the opinion 


on the 1927 figures quoted above, that a new 
balance is being struck and that this desertion 
of the farms may stop in another year. This is 
a situation we will all hope lor. When the drift 
to the cities stops we will know that the farmer 
is coming into his own again. 


LEAVING THE FARMS 


According to the report of the Department 


of Agriculture there were 193.000 fewer farmers 
in the United States in 1927 than there were in 
1926. The number has been steadily decreasing 
•J^ear from year and we have heard a great deal 
about the emigration from the farm to the city 
with the disastrous results that were sure to fol- 
low. 
There have been predictions that if the 


migration continued the time would come when 
the people of the United States might be called 
on to face a serious food shortage. 


But there is another side to the picture and 


one which is not quite so gloomy. The diminish- 
ing of the farm population in 1927 was not so 
great as it had been in the years previous. For 
Instance: the loss in 1926 in farm population 
was 649,000, while in 1925 it was 441.000. 
The 


{arm population of the country in 1C20 is esti- 
mated to have been 31.000.000, while in 1927 it is 
said to have shrunk to a little over twenty-seven 
and a half million. 


The record in 1927, however, v.-as encourag- 


ing and it is not at all improbable that the lig- 
uros of 1928, when completed, will show that the 
drift from the country to the city has been def- 
initely stopped. 


Of course, with the increased production nec- 


essary during the war, and the deflation follow- 
ing the war, it was logical to expect some in- 
creased moving from the country to the 
city.

U. S. EFFICIENCY 


Germany is usually considered the home of 


efficiency. 
But figures just Issued by the De- 


partment of Commerce show that, in some in- 
dustries, ^Germany lags far behind the United 
States in this respect — and loses business there- 
by. 


Germany has 900 metal machinery factories, 


employing 65,000 men. 
The United States has 


400 plants and 45,000 workers. 
Yet Germany 


produces only 13 per cent of the world's machin- 
ery while the United States makes 37 per cent. 


Because of better management and more ef- 


ficient methods, it is estimated the American 
workman will produce $4000 worth of work an- 
nually, as compared with the German's $1000 
worth. 


THE COAL INDUSTRY 


Senator Frank R. Gooding of Idaho, who is 


winning deserved fame for his investigation of 
the Pennsylvania soft coal tangle, has put his 
finger on the one great cause of the industry's 
distress. 


"Fifty per cent of the coal mines now oper- 


ating, and 50 per cent of the miners now em- 
ployed or on strike, can produce all the coal that 
this nation requires," he says. 


Obviously, under such conditions, low wage 


scales, strikes, lockouts, unemployment, business 
failures and other difficulties are bound to arise. 
The entire industry seems to need a thorough 
overhauling. 
Furthermore, the industry ftself 


seems unable to put its house in order. Perhaps 
Congress — if it could forget politics for a while 
—might help.

The Garden's Dual Nature 


By JAMES H. BURDETT 


(Director of the National Garden 


Bureau.) 
A garden has a dual nature. 


To understand that is the first 
great step toward success in this 
art or pastime, whichever you 
may call it. 
There are thousands of gar- 


den makers who never compre- 
hend this point and so are a<- 


^wayi hopelessly confused, a stale 


which is reflected in their gar- 
dens. A garden on the one hand 
is a place where the plant;* 
are grown, and, on the other, it 
is a piace where the plants which 
grow there are arranged in a 
pleasing manner. 


It is quite common to see gar- 


dens where all the emphasis is 
upon growing plants, with small 
consideration of their arrange- 
ments; and every one has seen 
ambitious attempts at striking 
arrangements, which failed be- 
cause no skill was available for 
growing the plants. The two de- 
partments of the art must be 
combined harmoniously in the 
garden which is worthy of its 
maker's pride. 


The weakness of most gardens 


isi n their arrangement. Nor is 
this strange, when one considers 
what a garden demands of its 
designer. A garden is a picture 
built life-size of living material, 
instead of being painted on can- 
vas. Its designer must combine 
the skill of art artist and the 
knowledge of a builder. He must 
conceive a beautiful effect, cor- 
rect in composition, harmonious 
in coloring, interning enduring. 


charming. And then with soil 
and sod, gravel and concrete 
trees, shruos and plants, he 
must construct it. Those who are 
trained in this many-sided art 
are called landscape architects 
!A relatively smaii portion ol 
all gardens receive this profes- 
sional attention. The average 
amateur has surprisingly litue 
difficulty hi h^nd'^g his own 
construction problems—he can 
build with fair success the image 
that is in his mind as his ideal 
of a garden. But few of them 
have the understanding of com- 
position and the knowledge of 
its application to garden design 
which enable them to conceive of 
a satisfying picture. And so their 
construction efforts are too often 
lavished upon 
an inadequate 


plan. 


Even among the architects it 


is only in recent years that con- 
fusion and controversy began to 
be dissipated and a general 
agreement to be reached on 
practical American style of smal 
home garden. We emerged from 
the Victorian fashion of iron 
stags, carpet beds and horticul- 
tural elephants' ears into an era 
of political doctrines hi land- 
scaping. One school, following a 
fashion that came straight from 
artistocratic England, taugh 
that the garden should be open 
fences and hedges should be des 
troyed, because to conceal our 
horticultural treasures was un 
| democratic. Another applied to

Lettuce is one of the few crops 
that can be grown hi a shady 
back yard, provided it has two 
cr three hours of sun during the 


day. It mutt have rich aoll antt 
plenty ol mosrhire. in fact ito 
quality depends upon speed of 
growth. Hot weather it cannot 
stand, as it spins up to seed. The 
best method to raise quality let- 
tuce is to sow it 16 a, box in the 
house or to a frame outdoors and 
transplant. This Is the only way 
the average gardener can suc- 
cessfully negotiate good head 
lettuce. It must hate sufficiently 
early start to mature in June. 
Otherwise there is little chance 
of securing a head. Lettuce is not 
injured by light frost particular- 
ly if grown cold from the start. 
It may be conveniently planted 
between rows of other crops as it 
wul be usM and oat of the way 
hi plenty of time not to interfere 
with their growth. 


It is orie of the most economi- 


cally raised home vegetables, as 
wul provide for the 
family's 
needs hi abundance. Fertilise 
the lettuce bed as heavily as 
a is or 10 cent package of seed 
possible. You can't make it too 
rich. Head lettuce needs fat fare 
to make fat heads.

The Lazy 


Man's Lettuce 


It requires skill and labor to 


produce a first-class head lettuce 
and the market offers them so 
reasonably that .the majority of 
gardeners who have failed to 
get the crisp solid heads they 
set out to grow, havt given up 
The cos lettuce, or romame, gives 
a lair imitation of a head iettuc'e 
Of the nnest quality and any- 
body can grow it. It is the lazy 
man's lettuce for, given half a 
chance, it will succeed and the 
better the culture the more out- 
standing the success in growing 
a lettuce of quality. 


It is a different 
style *of 


growth from the head and com- 
mon leaf 
lettuces, producing 


iong, rather narrow erect leaves 
that tend to fold over each ot- 
her and enclose and blanch the 
heart. This tendency is readily 
increased by loosely tying up the 
heads with raffia or string. Many 
epicures believe the cos lettuces 
to be the finest flavored and 
highest quality of all the types. 


They stand heat better than 


ether lettuces and are always 
crisp and delicate when freshly 
gathered. 
The inner 
leaves 


bleach white and the outer 
leaves are a light green and are 
tender and not strong as the 
outer leaves of some head let- 
tuces are. Give the cos lettuce a 
rich soil and plenty of moisture 
if it happens to be a dry season} 
and it will make its long slender 
heads with great regularity. 


Like all the lettuces, it Is best 


during the cooler days of spring, 
but it jloes not show as much 
speed in rushing up to seed 
when the hot days set in as its 
relatives. Give the plants six in- 


I dies apart in the rows and plant 


I as soon as the ground can bo 
worked. 


There are three well-known 


types. Express Cos in a dwarl 
and early sort. Paris White is a 
larger and whiter sort of pro- 
nounced self-closing habit and 
Trianon is an earlier larger- 
growing type that makes the 
whitest centers of the three. 


Express and either of the ot- 


hers will give a succession until 
the hot weather sets in in ear- 
nest. This lettuce is a real deli- 
cacy that is easily grown in the 
home garden. It is a very accep- 
tabJe substitute for the head 
types.

Two dis- 
tinct types evolved, the straight i 
petaled and the curly or ostrich 
feather type. Also an incurved 
type was developed, 
following 


the lines of the development of 
the chrysanthemum. 


Two types of growth were de- 


veloped by selection, the upright 
and the branching. Only a few 
years ago more than half the 
asters grown were of the bran- 
ching type because their longer 
stems made them more valuable 
for cutting.
